treaties between France and Annam. 
3.—In gratitude for China's wish to 
arrange matters, and out of respect for the 
earnest desire shown by Li for the general 
welfare, France is willing not to demand 
any indemnity from China. At the same 
time China promises that, on her frontier 
which touches Northern Annam, she will 
allow French ‘and Annamite and likewise 
Chinese goods to come and go and be 
disposed of freely. Sho ‘also agrees that 
when she sends an envoy to conclude tho 
detailed Treaty, he shall also arrange a 
tariff, which shall be exceedingly liberal, 
and which will thus be of great advantage 
to French and Annamite trade.

This mail brings news of the death of 
Mr. F. M. Page, who was at one time a 
bill broker here and latterly senior partner 
of Page & Gwyther, the well-known bullion 
and exchange brokers of London. 

By the death of the Duke of Buccleuch 
one of the few linke with the Scotland of 
Sir Walter’s time is removed. As the 
head of the many Scots in the South of 
Scotland he was regarded with foudal 
admiration aud respect by Sir Walter, who 
anticipated « great future for one whom he 
was proud to regard as a kinsman. His 
Grace was born 1806 aud succeeded to 
h itles while still a jor, and, though 
not possessed of great talouts, was a member 
of the administration that Sir Robert Peel 
formed in 1841, which inaugurated the free 
trade policy. ‘he Duke was at first opposed 
to the repeal of the Corn Laws, but after 
offering his resignation to Sir Robert Peel 
when Lord Stanley, afterwards Earl of 
Derby, withdrew, he remained in the 
Cabinet, and for many years was a member 
of what was then called the Peelite party. 
He never held oltice after the resignation 
of Sir Robert Peel iu 1846, but his political 
influence, particularly in Scotland, in- 
creased so, that, although his adherence to 
the Peolites rather separated him for sume 
years from the Conservatives generally, he 
‘eventually was recoguized as the leader of 


| the Scottish Conservative or‘Tory party. For

As” matter of fact he was 
regarded as the best landlord in Soutland ; 
he encouraged h totry experiments 
in farming, h them, and 
every way fulfilled the duties witich his 
position imposed on him, When Mr. 
Gladstone was returued for Midlotinhia 
1880, the Liberals of the country protested 
that the Duke of Buccleuch waa so good a 
man that they would do anything that he 
desired except return his son to Parliament, 
It will be dificult for the Couservative 
party in Scotland to find a leader who 
cunsistency and moderation will recommen 
him to the country in the same degree as 
the Duke possessed.

(sores oF A JOURNEY THROUGH CHINA.) 
February 1ith—This is cou da 
very lucky day. ‘Ihe Imperial Almanac 
Geclares it to be so, and the people through- 
out the empire generally believe it to be 
so. Consequently a gront number of trader 
are opening up their shops for business ; 
candles ond incense are burning in every 

section of each house ; the doors are fi 
wide open everywhere ; great pans having 
charcoal are set «ut in the streets ; sleek 
‘shop-boys are letting off crackers by tens 
of thousands, and the managers or pro- 
prietors of each house are dressed in their 
best and kotowing before the candles and 
incense—even at the well's mouth, the 
stables aud pigsties. A lot of clamorous 
beggars are going about from door to door 
congratulating the shopkeepers aud exac- 

ting alms. 

fe marched at 6 o'clock, Lt was barely 
daylight, and the clouds of smoke and fog
